Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team was 
called to assist the San Dimas SAR Team 
in their search for Carl. Team members A. 
Gaffrey, P. Lester, D. Sale, L. Kroll, R. Ander 
son, R. Harkness, M. Parker, W. Nakagawa, 
J Inskeep, G. Duffy, B. Howery and R. How 
kow responded at 7 p-.m. to look for the Up 
land man. A total of 40 people from six 
Los Angeles SAR Teams searched throughout 
the night. 

Carl was found at daybreak Dec. 12, tiaving 
spent a cold, hungry night on Potato Moun 


Min. He nad snayed hum the main trail when 
■ l iikness set in and he decided it was safer 
to stay put and wait for daylight. 

On Dec. 16, the Sierra Madre SAR Team 
n.id .1 oiiyiitly dilfeieni request •to rescue a 
n juniain bike. A biker fell witti his bike down 
a sleep slope below First Water slide area 
III me Ml, Wilson Trail, the biker was able 
io climb up the slope but could not carry 
ns bike, iiowevei, befoie ttte SAR Team 
arrived, the bike was retrieved by passing 
hikers. 

At 1 p.m., Dec. 17, the team received a call 
I'gaiding two stranded hikers spotted on a 
•ecluded canyon wall off Itie Chantry F'at 
.oaJ. Nick Sciieckel of Arcadia and Raymond 
Vela of South Pasadena, both 22, were trapped 
over I J‘j 0 fo It area above tlie canyon floor, 
and used a lighter and shouted to attract 


attention. 

Team members A. Gaffrey, P. Lester, D. Sale, 
L. Kroll, R. Anderson, R. Harkness and M. 
Parker worked their way up the treacherous 
canyon slopes, secured ropes to trees above 
the hikers and were then able to lower team 
members to secure Nick and Raymond in 
harnesses and lower them to safety on the 
^anyori loor. 

The incidents outlined above point to a need 
I r greater awareness of the dangers inherent 
III hikiirg il this time of the year. Hikers should 
know their trail, be properly clothed and let 
■jomeone know where they intend to hike 
.ind when they plan to return. 

Safe and happy hiking in 1991 from the 
Siena Madre Search and Rescue Team mem- 
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Mariam Haque killed in one-car accident 


Mariam G. Haque. I8, daughter of I.inda and 
Irshad Ul-Haque of San Marino, formerly business 
owners in Sierra Madre, was killed instantly on the 
No. 210 freeway in a one-car accident. 

A spokesperson for the C'alitornia Highway 
Patrol said that the vchiele, her parents’ pickup 
for their business, was traveling on the freeway and 
went across three lanes to the left, struck the guard 
rail and flipped. The deceased was ejected and 
died immediately. Conjecture is that she tell asleep 
because of the late hour, 2:50 a.m. Sunday, and 
lost rontrol of the car. 


She and a friend had traveled from Long Beach. 
She had dropped off the friend in Northridge and 
was on her way home. 

.Mariam was born in Sierra Madre Nov. 16, 
1972, .and moved with her parents shortly thereafter 
to San Marino. She went all through Polytechnic 
School, from kindergarten through 12th grade. 

She had attended UC San Diego for one quarter 
and had pledged Kappa Kappa Gamma sorority. 

•\mong her favorites were eheerleading, tennis and 
I'.ei community service with the elderly at Las Encinas 
I lospital. 


Survivors include her parents, Linda and Irshad 
Ul-Haque, sisters Aliya and Aisha, a grandfather. 
Culver Gidden, and several aunts and uncles. 

The family is opening a scholarship fund and those 
who wish to remember Mariam with a memorial gift

Funeral services are planned for Friday, Dec. 28, 
with a mass at 10 a.m. at St. Elizabeth Church, 
1849 N. Lake Ave., Altadena. Interment is scheduled 
immediately at Resurrection Cemetery at Potreno 
Coronado Dr. San Gabriel. 


Plans go forward for ‘burned out’ area 


Sierra Madre’s burned out area, alter more 
than a year of plan preparations and nego¬ 
tiations with the city, has been approved by 
the City Council as a Community Redevelop¬ 
ment (CRA) project. 

Although a number of aspects still need 
to be ironed out, City .^dminislrator .lames 
McRea stated that the project should be 
“ready to commence by laic .lanuary, with 
completion in three to four months-—si\ 
months at the outside.” 

The Economic Research Associate-, study, 
authorized by the council in November, tound 
that the project was a “sound and stable 


investment that could return eight to 10 per¬ 
cent to the owners,” that “economic par¬ 
ticipation by the agency (CRA)would be justi¬ 
fied in the form of an interest write-down,” 
that “the agency (CRA) over the life of 
the project would recover its investment,” 
and that “in terms of economic development 
and restructuring of the downtown area this 
is a viable program.” 

The city agreed to negotiate with either Hap¬ 
py’s Wine and Spirits or Harold Brett to 
secure an easement from Baldwin Avenue to 
the rear of the new buildings, in return for 
a 20-foot public easement by the property- 


owners. The CRA will also secure five addi¬ 
tional parking spaces to meet the parking 
requirements of the three new two-story build¬ 
ings. 

Two of the buildings have completed plan 
check and the third is in the final stages. 

The city estimates the CRA costs for both 
soft costs and interest write-down will amount 
to between $85-90,000 per owner and expects 
increased property and sales tax returns to 
more than offset these costs. 

The “soft costs” include securing of ease¬ 
ments, parking spaces, underground utility

Ben Thill retires after 35 years with post office

A career that started in 1954 will come to 
a close this month when Ben Thill retires Dec. 
29 from the Sierra Madre Post Office. That’s 
his last day at the post office so anyone who 
wants to see him still in uniform will need to 
shake his hand before then. 

How does it feel to retire after 35 years at 
the same job? 

“I’m excited. Now I can do things on my 
own and don’t have to keep any set schedule,’’ 
Thill said recently. 

He plans to go more into the cabinet-making 
which he has been doing off and on for sev¬ 
eral years. He will go into business with Pete 
Bettencourt, his brother-in-law . 

Thill also plans to serve as master of cere¬ 
monies of the Sacristan at Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion Church in Monrovia. In that role he vvill 
care for “everything in the church. My biggest 
interest is the church,” Thill said. 

The hometown boy received an honorable dis¬ 
charge from both the Navy and the Army. .Af¬ 


ter leaving the Navy he joined the National Guard 
and was called back for two more years in the 
.Army. 

Thill started at the post office as a clerk' 
carrier in 1954 and has spent most of those 
years carrying mail on three dillerent routes— 
five, six and seven. He has worked under sev¬ 
eral postmasters since Louke and with John Sher¬ 
idan as the present postmaster. 

“There arc many changes in the post office,” 
Thill said. ••There is much happening and there 
vvill be changes in the routes.” 

He is married to Maureen and they have four 
children and nine grandchildren. Three of the chil¬ 
dren live in West Covina and one in Irwindale. 

His sister, Dolores, died almost two years ago. 
There are three more sisters in the family: Bet¬ 
ty Mackie of Sierra Madre; Mary Bonebel of 
Pasadena and Lois Thill of San Francisco. 

His mother, Irene Thill, lives with him and his 
wife on Grandview .

In honor of National Drunk and 
Drugged Driving Awareness Week, 
which was observed this year from 
Dec. 9 - 15, let’s agree that when we 
party this season, we’re going to adopt 
the popular idea of electing a desig¬ 
nated driver before we go out for the 
evening. After we’re out there, it’s too 
late. This is a sure-fire method for 
keeping everyone out of trouble, includ¬ 
ing the innocent driver of the car com¬ 
ing at us from the opposite direction. 

But suppose someone who’s already 
driving con.cs to your house for holiday 
celebrating and has a bit too much. 
Do you get into a fight with them to 
take away their car keys?

Call 
a cab. Let them stay over.

It’s only a movie 
right?...Well, from the 
explanation of ‘a movie’ 
we went to: “Why do 
people want to make 
movies of dead people? 
(The chalk lines surround¬ 
ed a supposed corpse in¬ 
cluding much red and 
some green and a written 
threat. “Some men dress 
up as policemen that 
aren’t really policemen? 
But mommy, this isn’t 
like dress up, is it?...” 

Soon after I visited the 
police station to voice 
my opinion and concern. 
That possibly things had 
gone a little far this time 
in our “remote little 
village nestled in the foot¬ 
hills.” I was told non¬ 
chalantly, that “it was 
just part of a set, just 
part of a scene.” 1 guess 
an everyday occurrance? 


Not in my opinion, not in 
Sierra Madre. Maybe in 
L.A. or Compton or 
some other crime infested 
area where pictures of 
chalked lined corpses 
may be a daily ordinary 
occurrance. 

Adults can “generally” 
tell the difference between 
fact and fiction. Children 
cannot. This problem is 
one of the major pro¬ 
blems of children in this 
day and age. They think 
they can shoot each other 
and be OK in 10 minutes 
at the hospital like on TV, 
or beat each other with a 
baseball bat when some¬ 
thing doesn’t go their 
way. “It’s just a movie” 
was not sufficent to my 
4-year-old. 

It may be OK for 
some children, some that 
are older and adults who 


don’t have to see the 
movie if they don’t want 
too. But 1 wasn’t given 
that choice — for myself, 
or my daughter. Why 
couldn’t the street have 
been blocked off or why 
couldn’t it have been 
done on a set? 

I live here, I pay taxes 
here, they come and go — 
yet they were given free 
rein. Was my choice to 
not frequent my home so 
that my family was not 
subjected to this? 

Aren’t we turning our 
heads to what is not 
normal. What is not OK. 
Aren’t we taking some¬ 
thing away from the child¬ 
ren by allowing things 
such as this and think¬ 
ing that it is routine or 
ordinary? 

I feel the movies 
should be screened pro¬ 
perly and more exten¬ 
sively when they are 
being filmed on location 
in our city. 

I was also told it would 
be washed away as soon 
as they were done with 
the shooting. They are 
gone, it still sits — for 
God and everyone to 
see...

Right on the heels of 
a hectic holiday season, 
the Historical/Preser¬ 
vation Society is offering 
an afternoon of peace 
and tranquility. You are 
invited to attend their 
‘ special meeting on Sun¬ 
day, Jan. 6, 1 to 4 p.m., 
to be held at 397 N. 
Lima. 

Located at this address 
is a contemporary Jap¬ 
anese-style home along 
with possibly the oldest 
authentic Japanese gar¬ 
den privately owned and 
maintained in Southern 
California. It is a stroll 
garden, truly an exquis¬ 
ite Sierra Madre treasure 
and so hidden from view 
that very few people 
know it is there. The 
property is now for sale 
and this is a rare oppor¬ 
tunity to view the garden 
thanks to the invitation 
of Judy Webb-Martin 
Realtors who are hand¬ 
ling the sale. They will 
serve refreshments. 

Originally, part of 


Thomasella Graham’s 
magnificent ‘‘Italia Mi- 
a” estate, the Japanese 
garden with its tea shel¬ 
ter was her favorite place 
to entertain. The design¬ 
er was Kato, who had 
served on the staff of 
lokyo's Imperial Gar¬ 
dens. He studied the siie 
for three months before 
breaking ground and the 
construction process 
took three years until 
completed in 1916. 

Graham’s estate was 
considered one of the 
show places of Southern 
California and she won 
several prizes in country¬ 
wide competitions. To 
demonsiraie the class in 
which her gardens were 
judged she won a pres¬ 
tigious second prize at 
one time with first place 
being awarded to Henry 
D. Knox, a retired exe¬ 
cutive of the I . \S. 
Woolworth Co. for his 
"Knox Knoll” estate at 
East Aurora, N.Y. How¬ 
ever, this Oriental gar¬ 
den was given a first 
prize by the Garden 


Clubs of America. 

The program at this 
meeting will be piesenied, 
promptly at I p.m. by 
At hoi el um C iii aioi San¬ 
dy Snider, entitled “Le¬ 
gends, Lore and More— 
the I’lani World loim A 
to /.” 

The third time has to be 
a charm for Snider, a 
popular speaker with the 
society, as she has pre¬ 
sented two previous pro¬ 
grams to the group, the 
most recent at their 
Christmas meeting. 

Also speaking at this 
meeting will be prize¬ 
winning landscape sculp¬ 
tor, artist and contrac¬ 
tor, Lew Watanabe, who 
will point out the spe¬ 
cial characteristics of a 
Japanese garden.

Her fath¬ 
er, Samuel L. Graham, 
built the town of Pine- 
wood, Tenn., for his cot¬ 
ton mill, which was sup¬ 
plied by his seven planta¬ 
tions in Mississippi and 
Louisiana. At the age of 
17 and with a chaperone, 
Thomasella began travel¬ 
ing extensively abroad 
and in this country. In 
the caily l9<K)s, she inci 
Frank Sauerwein, who 
was to become a re¬ 
nowned painter of the 
American Indian, class¬ 
ed with Remington. He 
was then exhibiting his 
paintings at the Grand 
Canyon’s Tovar Hotel. 
So impressed was she 
with his work that she 
made him a gift of 
$4000 for a year’s study 
of art in Italy. 

Sauerwin suffered 
from tuberculosis and 
lived for a short time in 
a cottage on what is now 
North Lima Street. He 
died in 1910 and willed 
his cottage to Thomasel¬ 
la. At that point in time 


the Southern heiress was 
planning to buy a villa 
III lialy. Ilowcvci, so im¬ 
pressed was she with the 
beauties of the location 
of her legacy, she deci¬ 
ded instead of buying a 
villa in Italy, she would 
build one here. "Italia 
Mia” was designed by 
famous architect Robert 
Farqiihar and can still be 
seen through the fence at 
457 N. Lima. 

Her over four acres 
were never without flow¬ 
ers at any season. There 
was a stately walk from 
the main entrance plant¬ 
ed with over 80 Irish Yew 
trees, her famous Yew 
Tree Alice. Later, when 
the yews grew too large, 
she sold every other one 
to Mrs. Jack Warner for 
S10(K) apiece. (The War¬ 
ner estate was recently 
on the market.) Graham 
even planted trees on 
Lima Street to provide 
beamy low aid ihc eii- 
iiaiicc ol ihc csiaic, lleie 
was a terrace maintain¬ 
ing the Italian architec-

Thomasella died in 
1957 at age 86. After 
WWll, she had sold the 
property and it was sub¬ 


divided. Still remaining 
is the hand wrought iron 
fence she ordered from 
Italy at a cost of $5(XXJ 
to enclose the property. 
This beautiful Japanese 
garden is located at 
the lower corner of this 
wrought iron fencing.
